More recently a hardy crew of Creation Fossil Hunters set off into the wilds of Tasmania's 
isolated west coast on the weekend to enjoy the Zeehan Gem and Mineral Fair plus do our own 
fossicking( PIC 2). We found a number of great fossils at the fair including a sea urchin fromthe 
Jurassic which were good matches for Craig's shell collection showing that over that period of 
time they have not changed at all. (PIC 3) So much for evolution showing in the fossil evidence. 
One of Zeehan's small local churches was greatly encouraged as when our 7 young people and 5 
adults attended their Sundayservice. 


Our own fossickingalso produced some great additions for the museum from rocks regarded as | 
450-480 million years old (Ordovician) but which we think is great evidence for Noah's Flood. 
These have joined some very real Dinosaur footprints fossils collected by Vance Nelson and 


whether ancient people were familiar with living dinosaurs. 


Two school groups visited our Creation Discovery Centre within 
one week. A couple of bright students walked away with their 
own Tasmanian fossil as a prize reward for asking the best 
questions. (PIC 6), We are thrilled to see the museum 
increasingly used by schools as years end approaches post covid. 


Craig Hawkins has been twice to Qld HQsince becomingfull time 
with Creation Research to discuss how the Tasmanian ministry 
can become more effective in reaching more people with the 
good news of Jesus.

During herrecent ministry visit to the UK Diane Eager visited 
both the Oxford Botanic Garden and Kew Gardens where a 
key focus was on the giant Amazonian water lily for two 
different reasons. 


Kew Gardens scientists claim they have found a new species 
of giant lily, which they have named Victoria boliviana and 
added to the two existing species of giant water lily — Victoria

C by small differences in seed shape, flowers and leaf structure 


= a compared with the others, but the three species are 
obviously allof onekind—just as Genesis says, Allthree species havea brilliant method for ensuring they reproduce aftertheir 
kind. They produce beautiful fragrant white heated flowers that open the first night and attract beetles. The flowers close 
during the day, trapping the beetles but open again the next night releasingthe beetles to carry their pollen to another flower, 


At Oxford scientists have been studying the giant leaves to find out how they can be both strong and flexible, yet still light 
enough to float on water. On the underside of the leaves the leaf veins form a strong but lightweight latticework which 
supports the leaves and is flexible so the leaves are not damaged by wading birds. The giant leaves also have distinctive 
upturned edges unlike other water lily leaves. In a rainforest climate they would fill with water every time it rains but the giant 
leaves have holes in them to allow rainwater to drain through them. Itis this clever combination of features that remind us 
that one kind of plant cannot evolve into a new kind of plant one step at atime. All such interactive structural components 
have to be there fromthe startforthese giant leaves to function at all. 


These wonderful plants are gigantic proof of God's brilliant creative design. The Oxford scientists suggested the lily leaves 
could help engineers construct lightweight flexible floating platforms, which is wonderful confirmation that it took creative 
design to make the Giant lily leaves, which do more than any manmade floating platforms ever could! The lily leaves not only 
float —they are programmed to both grow into the correct structure and feed the plant.

Praise 
Jesus for all these exceedingly rare finds, which not only demolish the millions of years of evolution, because horseshoe crabs 
are still here, but because they are ‘action fossils' that 

have to form rapidly and thirdly, it completely 
demolishes the slow swamp theory which in this case 
totally bombs out, as our horseshoe crab was found 
alongside marine brachiopod shells in the coal seams. 


John’s finds have been made not far from the coal 
fields of Kentucky, which also contain shark remains. 
But now for the potentially good news - specimens of 
the shark material with coal attached have just

_EXPERIMENTAL DAY FOR HOME SCHOOLERS 


Some of you may remember our original Sydney support team was headed up by Jeff Smith, an 
industrial chemist whose daughter Emily is pictured right with Jeff’s grandchildren who are all 
actively involved in homeschooling in the Taree region of NSW. Our recent long drive to the [| 
mountains south of Sydney to run a Family Camp gave us the opportunity of passing Emily's 
family farm just outside Taree, spending time with them and running a brand-new 
‘experimental’ homeschooling program which we labelled Jurassic Ark in a cup’. All the science 
experiments we do for students who visit the Ark, we devised small scale methods of doingthe 
same. The kids loved it and it worked far better than we ever could've imagined - especially 
because some of our fears as to what could go wrongjust didn'thappen at alll PTL. 


Can sea water make rocks? The experiment deals with what makes rocks go 
hard, Experiment were simple we just took crushed lime from shells which 
have been turned into ordinary cement. Then we added water and differing 
amounts of salt to the mix- some receiving several heaped teaspoons per cup 
some almost none. The kids were quite amazed when the cup with at most 3% 
salt set hard superfast. Don't be surprised that rocks formed really quickly 
during Noah's flood as the sea increased in volume and mineral content as 
wellas receiving the dead the animals and plants now mixed with shells that 
4] were rapidly buried and then set hard in rock. And no we did not invent 
concrete ..we copied it. Now you can actually do this experiment yourself and 
if you want to do it a bit slower you can actually buy Fast set cement which 
doesn't use sodium chloride but calcium chloride. This is so the builders can actually control the settinga little better. But again 
the key factoristhesame - youdon'trequiretime you require the right process to make rockset hard. 


How does a match sink? No nota silly question since matches are extracted from 
slicing up trees and which when placed ina glassthey first horizontally and then 
within 12 hours they begin to sink vertically and finally end up on the bottom of 
the bottle which is exactly how upright Fossil Trees (polystrate trees) performed. 
Great rapid flood evidence - again, nottime buta process, 


What makes a good fossil? Kids thought it was a messy fun experiment involving 
sticky clay as we showed all how to make real fossils based on our experiments 
making coal and fossils at JA, which followed our discovery that the best coal and 
the best fossils are in rocks containing Clay. High grade coal needs only a tiny 
percentage clayand normal plant fossils can be made from pure clay to producea 
fantastic result. Thanks to one ofthe mums forvolunteering their vacuum packed 
machine so that kids could simulate rapid burial in an air - free environment — a necessary requirement for making Fossils. 
Special thanks to Emily's children for digging up the clay deposits from their property. 


To make the day work we divided the 
homeschoolers into smaller groups of 
four and each had a go at these 
experiments. Yes we took safeguards 
i] against spills, smearing cement, 
| dropped glass and stomping clay into 
the floor, so thankstothose who bought 
waterproof spillprooftarpaulins.
